this point In conversation with finan- 
ciers of the metropolis who predicted 
that New York would go Democratic 
next year.

Cleveland's 


strength if they wanted tho old busi- 
ness conditions created by the second 
Cleveland administration, and then be 
said: 


Predicts Tariff Change. 


"I think I may uafcly assume that 


If you Insist upon electing a Demo- 
cratic president you will at the same 
time elect a Dumcicratlc House of Rep- 


resentatives.'*It will require a'Vhange | 
of only fifteen teats In the House to I 
do this. Now. having brought about 
this condition, it will he no more than 
natural to expect the House to pass a 
tariff bill embodying the traditional 
policy of the Democrats In favor of a 
tariff for revenue only. 


"A Republican r -natu 
saved you 


from yourselves 
a similar occasion, 


when Mr. Clove. ..id was president the 
first time. I think I can almost guar- 
antee that the present Republican 
Senate will not do that. If you again 
insist upon committing harlkarl with 
the country's business Interests tho 
present senate will accept It as tho 
sense of the people that they want a 
change from the Republican to the 
Democratic policy, and there will ho 
enough Republican senators to give 
you what you want." 


Senators Arc Pledged. 


This statement appeared to startle 


the men who were complaining of the 
Republican administration, and pre-

cratlc next year. Since his return to 
Washington tills senator, who Is a 
member of the Senate finance commit- 
tee, has talked with other Republican 
members of that committee, who agree 
wl'.h him, and it Is said that there are 
at least two 
Republicans on 
the 


finance committee, to which all tariff 
bills are referred, who have pledg'.'d 
themselves that In the event of a 
Democratic victory next year and tho 
election of a Democratic president and 
House of Representatives, they will 
vote In favor of reporting to the Sen 
ate any tariff bill which a Democratic 
Mouse will send to that body. 


This may be called a bluft, but some 


of the Western senators have for "vo 
years found sentiment In favor, of 
tariff revision In their states, and they 
say that they are ready :o submit to 
the will of the people and pass a tariff 
bill which will represent the will ol 
the majority at the next presidential 
election.

other interesting feature,., the fact 
mat the operations of the department 
•lurlns he last fiscal year resulted In 
a surplus of $5U'07.1fi7. He estimate's 
that th0 surplus for the current year 
will be about $.-,0.000.000 les*. while 
for the year iDOI-Or, a deficit of $23- 
000.000 may be expected.
